Faces of Jesus video 

The Gospel was not only type of book but content of Christian preaching. 

• Compilation of materials - biography, genealogies, hymns, parables, speeches, miracle stories, 
pronouncements, teachings, etc. 

• Influenced by Jewish literature - not only was authors influenced by it but also referred to as 
Scriptures 

• Ancient biographies not modern - anecdotal without concern for chronology 

• "Fiction like" writing style to the modern reader rather than biography 

• Overtly evangelistic 

Materials in Gospels 

• Parables - more than 40 in Matt, Mark, Luke, none in John; box 4.3 

• Miracle stories - box 4.4 - healing sick or disabled, focus on faith 

• Pronouncement story - some great truth sometimes in anecdotes, Matt. 18:21-22 

• Individual sayings - Luke 12:34, Mark 3:24, Mark 1:15 

• Passion and Resurrection Narratives - life of the last week of Jesus from arrest to resurrection, 
Matt 28: 1-16

What is NOT in Mark? 

Jesus birth, good Samaritan, prodigal son, Lord's Prayer, Beatitudes, Golden Rule, encounters with 
Zacchaeus, Mary & Martha, Thomas, woman at well, resurrection of Lazarus, changing water into wine, 
Love your enemies ..., God so loved the world ... 

First gospel written between 65 AD - 73 AD (Destruction of Temple in 70 AD) Mark 13:2 

Author: GOK, or John Mark by early church tradition, Fant = anonymous but refer to as Mark, devout 
Christian who believes that Jesus is Messiah and Son of God. Does not know much about Palestine.

Hallmarks of Mark 

• Urgency, word "immediately" found 42 times 

o Time is fulfilled Mk 1:15 

• Uses colloquial and unrefined Greek 

• Special kind of story teller 

o Intercalation 

■ J sends disciples out on Mission (6:7-13) 

■ Why Herod killed John the B (6:14-29) 

■ Disciples return from Mission (6:30)
